It  was  11  o'clock  Tuesday  morning 
and  host  Prof.  Powell  Of   the  Sociol- 
ogy Department  had  just  introduced 
some  of  the  candidates  for  the  forth- 
coming civic  election.  The  candidates 
were  not  here  for  procuring  votes, 
but  to  discuss  the  sociological  im- 
pact of  extending  the  Spadina  Ex- 
pressway. 

Morris  Fine  of  theDevelopment  Dept. 
of  Toronto  outlined  the  problem  to 
the  fifty  students  present.  There  is 
a  confrontation  between  the  suburban- 
ites of  North  York  and  the  York  Bor- 
ough folk.  The  former  wnnt  the  ex- 
pressway extended  south  from  Egling- 
ton  to  Spadina  and  Bloor.  The  latter 
plead  that  the  extension  will  drive 
all  residents  from  the  Kensington 
Market  area. 

The  candidates  were  all  "Anti- 
Extensibn"  but  expressed  a  diversity 
of  reasons.  Helen  Roedde  (NDP  Ward6) 
insisted  that  the  extension  would 
destroy  the  garment  industry  and  the 
cultural  life  around  Spadina.  Peter 
Stollery  (Lib.  Ward  6)  and  Sam  Kel- 
ner  (Lib  Ward  7)  agreed  that  a  huge 
parking  lot  would  be  needed (with  the 
increased  traffic)  but  Mr.  Kelner 
disliked  the  thought  of  telling  some 
of  his  constituents  that  sue  of  their 
houses  would  be  torn  down  for  the 
extension.  Mr.  Kelner  hopes  to  be  a 
Alderman  for  Forest  Hill. 

"We  would  soon  have  to  build  more 
expressways  in  Toronto"  claimed  May- 
oralty candidate  John  Riddell,  a 
Socialist.  "Rapid  transit  in  the  ci- 
ty would  be  cheaper  in  the  long  run 
than  an  expresswajr  extension.  "  Most 
of  the  speeches  favoured  this  rapid 
transit  suggestion  thus  avoiding  a 
car  conglomeration,  car /air  pollut- 
ion, and  the  city  made  into  a  giant 
parking  lot.

Down  the  corridors   of  the  College  and  on  the  pages  of  the  Erlndalian  has 
been  thrown  a  good  deal  of  static  concerning  student  participation  in 
Government  and  extra-curricular  activities.   As  social  chairman  and  SAC 
rep,  I  would  like  to  devote  some  time  to  elucidate  these  matters. 

1.  Communications  about  the  College  are  not  of-  the  best.   For  those 
expecting  the  luxury  of  a  public  address  system:  sorry!   We  do, 
however,  have  several  mediums  for  the  student  to  air  his  idea's  or 
needs  and  for  him/her  to  discover  what  is  happening  in  the  College: 

a)  The  bulletin  boards  are  here  to  stay;  more  of  them  are  being  put  up. 
In  order  to  make  the  best  use  of  them,  I  implore  the  users  to  DATE  ALL 
ITEMS  and  to  REMOVE  ALL  NOTICES  WHEN  TREY  PASS  OUT  OF  DATE.   This 
small  service  will  help  to  eliminate  the  mammoth  volume  of  reading 
material  and  will  aid  the  students  concerning  the  actual  time  of  the 
item.   To  everyone,  I  can  only  suggest  you  spend  fifteen  minutes  of 
every  day  briefly  perusing  the  notice  boards  for  news. 

b).  The  services  of  SAC  are  few;  the  very  least  you  can  do  is  make  use  of 
them.   Radio  Varsity  is  connected  up  in  the  Colman  Place  and  the 
Varsity  comes  out  to  the  College  at  regular  intervals*  for  you  to 
keep  fairly  well  aware  of  thedcvclopnentson  the  downtown  campus. 
You  pay  for  both  these  services;  appreciate  them.' 

c)There  are  600  copies  of  the  ERINDALIAN  every  week.  Of  every  issue  so 
far  there  have  been  numerous  copies  left  over.  It  ifs  2.  service  you- 
support  in  monetary  terms;  does  your  tuition  fee  mean  nothing  to  you? 

d)Keep  a  special  watch  on  the  Sage  notice  board  for  Blue  and  White  news 
and  SAGE  items.  Feel  free  to  wander  into  the  SAGE /ERINDALIAN  office  at 
any  time  to  talk  to  SAGE  members,  committee  chairmen  or  the  newspaper 
staff.   Room  155  is  the  hub  of  the  College;  we're  willing  to  meet  you 
and  discuss  your  ideas,  demands,  suggestions,  or  beefs  with  you. 

* 

2.  This  brings  me  to  my  next  major  breakdown:  Government. 
S.A.G.E.(the  Student  Administrative  Government  of  Erindale)  consists 
of  the  Executive  and  the  Committee  Chairmen  for  all  activities  in  the 
College  other  -than  sports,, year  reps,  and  SAC  reps.   Open  meetings  are 
held  every  second  Monday  night  at  5  P.M.,  the  room  being  announced  on 
the  S.A.G.E.  bulletin  board.   This  means  that  you,  the  student,  can 
attend  every  meeting  and  participate  directly  although  you  are  not 
eligible  to  vote  on  decisions.   If  you  feel  you  would  like  to  have 
music  piped  through  the  corridores  all  day  or  that  a  pay  telephone 
should  be  placed  in  the  Colman  Place  (both  suggestions  made  to  SAGE), 
this  is  the  time  and  place  appropriate  to  express  such  views. 

SAC  (the  Students  Administrative  Council)  of  the  whole  University 
may  seem  far-removed  from  Erindale,  but  if  you  like  to  keep  tabs  on 
what  happens  to  your  fees,  you  should  keep  your  eye  on  SAC.   For 
instance,  have  you  no  opinion  about  where  the  money  SAC  would  have 
paid  as  union  fees  to  CUS  will  now  be  directed?  At  the  last  SAC 
meeting  a  Committee  was  set  up  to  study  the  particular  problems  of 
Erindale  and  Scarborough  in  relation  to  the  main  campus.   Now  is  the 
time  to  let  your  reps  know  what  you  think  SAC  can  do  for  your  College. 
In  case  you're  not  sure:  Ken  Philbrook  and  I  are  your  SAC  reps  and  we 
can  be  contacted  through  the  SAGE  office 

ECC  (the  Erindale  College  Council)  is  a  faculty-student  liason 
council.   This  year  30  students  will  hopefully  sit  on  the  council. 
Now,  the  faculty  are  quite  certain  of  the  fact  that  30  will  sit,  but 
it's  up  to  the  student  body  to  be  certain  that  this  opportunity   is 
seized.   We  are  very  lucky  at  Erindale  in  that  we  have  a  liberal, 
enthusiastic  faculty.   If  we  do  not  show  a  fairness  to  participate  in 
their  own  council  are  we  not  in  fact  being  rude  and  snubbing  the  very 
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letters  continued....  . 

enthusiasm  they  are  allowing  us?  Fifteen  of  the  students  are  to  be 
nominated  by  SAGE;  the  other  fifteen  are  to  be  elected.   Please  feel 
the  responsibility  if  not  to  run,  then  to  activily  campaign  for 
someone  else.   (Nomination  forms  can  be  obtained  from  the  Registrar, 
Dr.  Rae). 

Why  should  you  be  concerned?  For  one  reason,  we  have  no  theatrical 
facilities  in  the  College  and  no  hope  of  any  for  TEN  YEARS.   Does  no 
one  see  the  need  to  convince  the  Council  that  one  of  the  rooms  still 
in  the  blue-print  stage  may  be  easily  altered  to  provide  temporary 
facilities  until-  theatre  is  considered  for  the  College?  We  have  no 
sports  facilities  either;  the  place  to  fight  for  them  faster  is  the 
ECC.   Education  reforms  take  place  quite  often  at  this  level  too. 
Surely  students  should  care  about  the  subject  choice  he/she  may  have, 
how  long  it  may  take  to  get  his/her  degree,  whether  exams  will  be 
written  or  not,  or  what  happens  to  the  curriculum  or  to  classroom 
procedure.

3.    Right;  now  that  I've  chewed  your  ears  off  and  you're  getting  fed  up 
with  being  told  what  to  do,  I'll  only  make  two  more  suggestions:  ■

OR  join  one  of  the  committees  OR  play  your  favourite  sport  OR  run  for 
the  ECC  AND  DO  ATTEND  MEETINGS:  SAGE  (Mondays),  SAC (Wednesdays)  and 
ECC  (T.B.A.) 

READ:  find  out  what  is  going  on,      REACT.   Write  to  SAGE;  speak  to  SAGE 
or  SAC  reps;  write  to  the  ERINDALIAN;  Write  for  the  yearbook.

ANOTHER  REPLY 

A  few  weeks  ago  we  printed  dike's  reply  about  pollution  from 
the  Prime  Minister's  office.   This  is  his  reply  from  John  Robart's 
office. 

"Toronto,  Ontario 
October  22,  1969 
"Dear  Mr.  Brosky; 

Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  October  15th.  As  you  can  well 
appreciate,  the  answers  to  your  two  questions  concerning  the  Prov- 
incial Government's  present  actions  wifch  regard  to  air  and  water 
pollution  involve  long  and  detailed  replies. 

In  general,  I  may  say  that  this  Government  has  recognized  the 
seriousness  of  pollution  problems  in  our  Province  by  concentrating 
authority  for  their  control  and  for  the  discovery  of  new  solutions, 
in  one  Department,  the  Department  of  Energy  and  Resources  Management 
I  enclose,  for  your  information,  copy  of  a  statement  which  I  made  in 
the  Legislature  on  this  subject. 

For  more  detailed  reply  which  I  mentioned  above,  I  am  asking 
the  Minister  of  Energy  ond  Resources  Management,  the  Honourable 
George  A  Kerr,  to  write  you  directly.  You  should  be  hearing  from 
Mr*  Kerr  in  due  course. 

I  trust  that  this  will  be  satisfactory  to  you.

*In  the  past  weeks,  the  readers  of  the  Erinclalian  have  been  har- 
assed by  a  series  of  letters,  for  the  most  part  ^rritten  by  members  of 
S.A.G.E.,  accusing  them  of  apathy.  These  letters  annoy  and  discourage 
people  but  judging  from"  "experience  last  year  they  never  inspire. 

So  one   can   always  write  an  apathy  letter  and  be  sure  that  the  sit- 
uation will  remain  exactly  the  same  until  the  next  time  inspiration 
hits.  So  the  vicious  circle  goes  on-apathy-crying  discourages  and  makes 
more  apathetic. 

But  let's  put  it  in  perspective.  No  one  who  comes  to  University  is 
obliged  to  do  anything  more  than  academic  work  and  no  one  has  the 
right  to  expect  them,  to  do  more. 

So  for  these  reasons  alone  apathy  letters  :are  pointless  and  uncalled 
for. 

Taking  the  discussion  further. Since  apathy  means "a  lack  of  interest 
in  that  which  normally  concerns",  people  will  argue  that  the  situation 
which  we  face  at  Erindale  is  abnormal  uninterest  or  apathy.  Thus  they 
would  say  that  Erind.ale  students  are  basically  uninterested.  However 
this  implies  that  we  have  a  particularly  poor  alottment  of  students 
compared  to  colleges  which  have  a  much  better  program.  Is  this  reason- 
able? (. 

Not  very,  and  this  leads  us  to  the  point.  The  responsibility 
for  the  lack  of  involvment  here  falls  directly  on  the  shoulders  of 
SAGE  They  have  somehow  failed,  to  provide  the  inspiration  needed  to 
involve  the  students  in  their  programme, 

The  suggestions?  SAGE  must  start  to  move.  The  decsion  on  the  coffee 
house  should  be  made  on  Monday  one   way  or  the  other,  some  sort  of 
budget  should  be  hammered  out  and  finally  and  most  important  of  all 
SAGE  must  get  out  to  speak  to  the  students. 

Already  there  is  the  beginning  of  a  counter-movement  founded  on  the 
complaint  that  SAGE  is  not  an  effective  student  government,  This  seems 
to  be  born  out  in  SAGE's  policy  of  waiting  for  students  to  come  to 
them,  but  will  they  ever  come?  If  they  won't  then  SAGE  will  have  to 
draw  ideas  and  take  a  leadmng  role. 

If  they  don't— this  movement  could  well  become  a  threat.
